According to Col. Henry G. Hester, 
secretary of the New Orleans Cotton Ex 
change, the commercial cotton crop in 
the year ended August 31 was 14,167,115 
bales, a decrease of 1,917,311 bales under 
the preceding year. 


Texas Coal in 1912. 

The production of coal in Texas in 1912 
passed the 2,000,000-ton mark, with a 
value at the mines of $3.655.744. Thes: 
figures are record-breakers for the State 

The coals of Texas occur in three of 
the geologic systems, the Carboniferous 
the Cretaceous and the Tertiary. The 
Carboniferous coals are bituminous in 
character and ave found in the north- 
tral part of the State, in an area covering 
approximately 11,000 square miles Phe 
productive portion is confined to the cen 
tral part of the field. The principal mi 
ing operations are in Eastland, Talo 
Pinto, Erath, Wise and Young counties. 
The Cretaceous coals occur in the south 
ern part of the State, and are mined neat 
Eagle Pass, in Maverick county. Thes 
are also classed as bituminous coals. 
Lignite beds of Tertiary age extend en 
tirely across the State from the eastern 
boundary at Sabine River in a south 


westerly direction to the Ri 


the southwestern extremity, near Laredo 
in Webb county, the lignite merges into a 
coal of higher grade, and the Webb county 
production is classed as bituminous. The 
development of the lignite resources of 
Texas began in the last decade of the 
last century, and the advent of the gas 
producer, in which lignite is found to 


serve excellently, is giving a further in 
petus to production. The output of lig 
nite in 1912 reached nearly 1,000,000 tons. 

The number of men employed in the 
coal and lignite mines of Texas in 1912 
was 5127, who worked an average of 230 
days, against 5353 men for an average of 
294 days in 1911. The general average 
production per man was 427 tons for the 
vear and 1.86 tons per day in 1912, 
against 369 tons and 1.63 tons, respect 
ively, in 1911. 

There were only two fatal «ccidents at 
the coal or lignite mines of Texas in 1912, 
one man being killed in a shaft and one 


on the surface.
